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THE CAZETTE’S PRIZE STORY. 


A Critical Opinion—The Verdict of 
“The Censor”’—What the Farrago- 
naut says. 


The San Francisco Farragonaut re- 
cently devoted a large portion of its 
space to a critical review of the Ga- 
zETTE's great prize story, “Married by 
Will,”§ or The Millionairs Mandate,” 
by Blue Jay Page, which appeared in 
the Gazerre lest week. It is a glow- 
ing eulogy upon this great proiuction 
of the “Dickens of the Sierra. Here 
follows the entire review as it appear- 
ed in the Farragonaut: 

We have always predicted that some 
day would be born on the Pacific coast a 
prince among novelists;that under the 
shadow of the majestic rock - ribbed 
Sierra would one day be written a 
story of human passien that would be 
a revelation of man's capacity for joy 
and sorrow, atale which would lay 
bare the hidden sources of every emo- 
tion that can agitate the human heart. 
We did not hope to live long enough 
to witness the fulfilment of our proph- 
ecy, but we have in the tale which 
lies before us the verification of eur 
augury. We hesitate te review this 
great creation; we can simply attempt 
to place some of its finest passages be- 
fore our readers, and humbly and rev- 
erently call their attention to the 
depth and power of the authur. There 
is the whole of an ordinary novel in 
the very title of this story Married 
by Will, or The Millionaire’s Man- 
date. Mark well the name of the 
author, Blue Jay Page. Not the 
name of any foreigner, uot an Irish, 
nora German, noran English name, 
but anative born American cognomen. 
There is a deep significance in that 
name. But we must pass to the con- 
sideration of the work itself. Here is 
a lofty creation of the imagination, 
at once perfect in incident and great in 
— Here is pathes, at ence pro- 

ound and tender. And here the 
highest nobility of character and the 
lowest depth of wickedness. The 

lan of the story is cosmopolitan. 

he scene is laid nowhere in particu- 
lar. The tale is suited to any clime, 
to any ageor country. The story 
opens with The death scene.“ 

“The village bell has just tolled the 
hour of seven. The dying man turned 
on his pillow and said: My son, my 
own dear boy, if I could but have the 
pleasure of once more feasting my 
eyes on your noble and manly form!” 

Wo fecl that we are in the presence 
of death. Oh! the baseness that 
could trifle with the dying father’s 
heart. Let there is such depravity. 
An impostor enters; but a father’s 
eye detects him. He speaks: 

„ou are an impostor; you are no: 
my son. If you are my son — have 
a birth mark that can never be erased. 
Bare your right arm that I may con- 
vince myself of what I already know.” 
The man no seoner heard this than he 
turned on his heel and fied, ne one 
knew whither. He had hardly time 
te leave the grounds before the true 
sen and heir bounded into the room. 
Far different was the effect of his per- 
son on the dying man. 

He is recegnized, and the old man 
dies happy. These are his noble last 
words: 

“Look, all ef you, and beheld my 
son, and heir te my vast fortune. All 
my real and persengl proyerty I be- 
queath to my sen, with the exception 
of one thousand dollars I donate as a 
gift to charitable institutions. ” 

Mark the profound insight into hu- 
man nature displayed in this clause 
of the old gentleman’s will: 

“Another command to my son is 
that he forthwith a ge A 

rgirl, if a beggar, for the lesson 
of 8 — will make her a good and 
frugal wife, not one that wants fine 
jewelry, and wants to go traveling and 
have a qr ef all things per- 
‘taining to high life. Her former poor 
life and way of living will make her 
own home better than traveling, and 
make him more contented and happy. 
Her dependence on him will make 
her love him all the better.” 

The agony and fidelity of the son 
are depicted in a few powerful lines: 


„When his first fit ef grief was 
over, he knelt by the bedside of the 
dead man and swere as far as he was 
concerned he would live u 
tates of the will left by his father, 
even to marrying a poor girl. He, like 
a good many yousg men, had formed 
the acquaintance of a most beautiful 
and accomplished Aru lady, flve 

his junior. is first step after 
tis father had been laid te rest in the 
i vagy bya to = his betrothed 
to release hi m t, 
ae it was out of his power to fulfill it 
He had to pay her a few thousand 
dollars to her wounded 
Now that that matter was settled, he 
was free again to marry whom he 
pleased. Fully five months had ex- 
e before an opportunity offered 

If in the matrimonial way. 

The italics are all ours. What 
deadly sarcasm in those words: 0 
heal her wounded affections.” 

Seme months pass, and a beggar 


girl comes to the gate. The yeung 
man remembers his vow and asks the 
poor girl to dine with him. The din- 
ing room scene, where he wins the 
orphan’s love, is beautifully portrayed :

the meal she was about starting when 
he said to her: ; 

My good girl, since I prevailed on 
you to have some dinner, cannot I 
prevail on you to be my wife! 

If you mean it, sir, I will, as I 
have to tell you for that short time I 
have been with you I feel as if 1 could 
love you the whole of my life. 

1 — you will my dear little 
wife. 

He sent for a minister and the mar- 
riage knot was tied. 

Our author's method is that of 
Shakespeare. The action of the tale 
never halts. The young husband tires 
of his wife and “wishes for a change 
scenes and faces. This so preyed on 
his mind that at last he decided to 
leave, and calling his wife to him one 
day, said to her: 

“My dear little wife I have to leave, 
some very important business calls me 
away for a short time.” 

How like the husband of our coast! 
He sails away, and his everseer plots 
to get ssion of the estate. Two 
of the farm hands aid him in con- 
ceiving the idea of taking his mistress 
away to a woods that was a great dis- 
tance off. The woods were a kind of 
maze. When a person was taken into 
them they would have to be taken out 
er he could never find the way out 
again. So they took her to the place 
and left her without a particle ef food 
and scarcely enough clething to cever 
her person.” 

In this forlern situatien she becomes 
“the mother of an infant whose moth- 
er was a maniac, and as such knew no 
knowledge of the wants of her newly 
born babe. Although being born un- 
der difficulties, the boy, being such, 
was a fine child. But a deer teek the 
place of a foster motner to it, and 
would lie in such a position that the 
child could nurse from her. 

The introduction of the deer marks 
the genius of the author. 

The mother drags out a miserable 
existence in the woods, at times eat - 
ing the grass under her feet. 

“Now to return to the young hus- 
band. He wandered from place to 

lace, but all seemed alike to him. 
here was no place like home. So he 
decided to return to it. He made a 
quick passage and arrived in safety. 
The first thing on reaching home was 
te ask the foreman where his wife was. 

„Tour wife, sir, died one month 
after you left home.” 

Such being the case he theught the 
best way to banish trouble was to go out 
on a hunt.” 

Some mysterious impulse leads him 
to the wood. The meeting between 
the pair is described in a manner 
worthy of Mrs. Eden Mouthworth. 
After the sad tragedy, comes the mas- 
terly conclusion of the story: 


“He dismounted and crept up to the 
place, expecting to find some game, 
when you may expect the surprise he 
got upon seeing his wife. He ex- 
claimed: 

“My Wife! !“ 

She answered: 

** HosBpanp {1 [” 

And dropped dead at his feet. He 
was nearly crazed with grief, and pick- 
ing the body up returned home and 
had her buried near his father. The 
twe men confessed all, and he ordered 
them to take the foreman out into the 
woods and kill him. This they done. 

The husband toek the child and 

laced it in a home for children, and 
left all his money in its name. 

„Tell them, if it ever asks for its 
parents, te say they are dead. 

After having done this he said: 

Joan neyer live here!” 

Took one last look at the resting 
place of his father and wife, and de- 
parted, no one knows where, arfd has 
not been heard from since, So ends 
this tale, proving the old adage of 
As wrong that ends wrong.”

wants. They learned to eat a great 


many kinds of food, and got a habit of 
wearing clothes and living in tents and 
huts. ‘The more wants they had, the 
harder it was te meet them by barter. 
One man might have plenty of sheep 
and goats, but want a horse. Perhaps 
the only man that had a horse also 
had plenty of sheep aud goats. The 
owner of the horse would not, in such a 
case, part with him for any number of 
sheep or goats. So the man thet want- 
ed the horse would have to go with- 
out. In the course of time men 
learned the use of metals. They no- 
ticed that, while iron and some ether 
metals were found in plenty, gold and 
silver were very scarce and hard to 
get. Gold and silver are bright and 
pretty metals and do not rust. Sav- 
ages, as wild men are called, are pleas- 
ed with pretty things. Whenever 
they founda piece of gold or silver 
they picked it up and kept it. They 
hung pieces ef geld or silver in their 
ears, through tbeir lips and noses, and 
around their necks. They grew fond 
of such ornaments, so that a man who 
had a piece of silver or gold could 
easily get for it some food or clothing, 
Or weapons in exchange. This was 
because food and clothing were easily 
got, and gold and silver hard to find. 
In this way geld and silver, the pre- 
cious, or scarce metals, came to be 
highly prized. 

As more and more men came upon 
the earth their wants got to be very 
many. They moved about from place 
te place and saw everywhere many 
new things that they wanted. And 
every where gold and silver were scarce 
and highly, prized, while common 
things were plenty. So that if a man 
carried gold or silver with him he 
could always get what he wanted in 
exchange for some. At first these 
metals were carried in rough lumps, 
but after a time they were made into 
pieces or coins of regular size. As 
men grew less savage they did not 
care so much for gold and silver or- 
naments, but still wanted something 
to take the place of barter. They 
had got used to look upon the scarce 
and pretty metals as precious things. 
So they kept on trading foed and use- 
ful things for gold and silver. It had 
gtown into a custom. Men did not 
want te go back to barter. So they 
kept right on giving -goods for the 
precious metals. They never stopped 
to. think what gold and silver were 
good for. They didn’t care. People 
went on buying and selling things for 
coins or money for a great many hun- 
dred years, without caring anything 
about the reason why; and there are a 
good many nien that don’t know yet.

“Views Afoot,” he mentions that he 


always carried some whiskey with him staff 


to pour into his shoes when his feet 
got sore, and by its use was enabled 
to walk long distances without suffer- 
ing. We would recommend a trial of 
the whiskey treatment fer these pedal 
troubles. It may be as good for the 
feet as it is bad for the head.
